PURPOSE  OF  RESPONSE  ACTIVITIES: 

The  EPA  is  requesting  access  to  collect  water  quality,  flow  measurements,  and  collect  sediment  and  soil 
samples  to  determine  contaminant  concentrations  in  streambed  sediments,  determine  metals 
contamination  on  waste  deposits  and  tailings  piles  areas,  and  to  determine  the  nature  and  extent 
of  contamination  near  the  Animas  River  and  tributaries  at  your  property,  hereinafter  generally  referred 
to  as  “the  Work”.  The  Work  may  include  any  of  the  following: 

• Access  the  sample  locations  by  foot  to  collect  water  samples,  pore  water  samples,  flow 
measurements  and  collected  soil  and  sediment  samples.

(fall/winter)  to  collect  samples  and  flow  measurements,

By  signing  this  Consent  for  Access,  the  Property  Owner  is  granting  EPA,  its  employees,  its 
representatives  including  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  (USGS),  United  States  Fish  & Wildlife 
Service  (USFWS),  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM),  the  Colorado  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Environment  (CDHPE)  and  the  Colorado  Division  of  Reclamation,  Mining  & Safety  (CDRMS),  and  their 
contractors  the  non-exclusive  right  to  enter  the  Property,  at  all  reasonable  times  and  with  prior  notice,  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  conducting  the  Work  described  above.
